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FIELD DAY ‘06 -- West Union School 


More than fifty members and guests participated in 
Field Day ‘06 at West Union School, June 24-25. 


Operating as a club station in classification 3A, three HF 
stations were established. Two stations were located in 
a convenient covered play area which sheltered them 
from the sun and created a small cooling breeze most 
of the time. These stations were committed to PSK31 
and Phone. The third station was located at the 
opposite end of the school building in the CW trailer. 


Preliminary analysis of the station logs indicated that 
we completed 66 PSK31 contacts. We completed 109 
Phone contacts. Our CW _ operation 
completed 378 QSOs. 


A serious GOTA operation was undertaken using the 
club trailer. It was set up in the parking area in an 
arrangement that made it easily available to visiting 
hams and prospects. The GOTA station operated using 
the callsign W6ABM. Total contacts for W6ABM were 
107. 


The CW station was up and running in record time this 
year. Because of site access we could not set up on 
Friday. So beginning at about 8:00 am on Saturday we 
hung a dipole between the West Union School flagpole 
and a nearby tree, achieving 40 to 50 feet of height, 
fed with ladder line and an SGC Smart Tuner. We then 
moved the CW trailer into place, set up radio, computer 
and batteries, and were on the air by the official 
starting time of 11:00 a.m. A multi-band vertical was 
later erected as an alternate but didn't seem to 
outperform the dipole under any conditions we ran into 
-- it was a tie at best. Operators Carl WS7L and Dave 
WS8NF kept the station on the air for the full 24 hours 
and garnered a respectable 378 QSOs. 


The GOTA station was in place, antennae erected 
(dipole and beam) and in operation by 11:15 am. 
Operation continued until 10:40 am on Sunday. The 
main station was operable soon after 11:30 am. Jim 
KB7ADH and Jack KA7HOJ were the primary antennae 
team. Everett W6ABM and Don W7DPV took primary 
operating leadership on the GOTA station. 


Band conditions were superb and although the sunspot 
cycle is at its bottom the low noise levels enabled many 
contacts on 20, 40, and 80 meters as well as a fair 
number on 15. It was the least stressful overnight run on 
the low bands that I've had in years. Working through 
high noise levels at 3:00 a.m. can be mighty tiring. 
Many members participated in Field Day in one way or 
another.

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2 Meter QSOs h Haw VE EXAM SESSION —_ 


On August 31, 1999 a new world record for two meter 
contacts was made with a QSO between KH6HME and 
W1LP/mm. KH6HME was on Mauna Loa on the Island 
of Hawai'i while W1LP/mm was South of Cabo San 
Lucas off the coast of Mexico. They held a 2-way SSB 
QSO on 144.170 MHz over a distance of 2,954 miles 
(4,754 km). 


The last week of June this year, the KH6HME beacons on 
2 meters and 440 MHz were heard at various locations 
in Oregon and Washington. On 144.170 MHz, Eric 
Smith, KB7DQH worked Paul 
Lieb, KH6HME at 0307Z, June 26, 2006, a distance of 
4,158 km. The KH6HME beacons are located on the 
slopes of the Mauna Loa volcano at an elevation of 
8200', with the exception of the 6 meter beacon which is 
located in lower Puna in the Hawaiian Beaches 
Subdivision on the Big Island of Hawai'i. 


The first beacon started operating on 432.075 MHz in 
April 1979. In 1980 the 1296 Mhz beacon was activated. 
In 1981 the 144.170 MHz. beacon started sending it's 
signals to the Mainland West Coast of the United States. 
There is a 10 GHz. beacon which is tured on when 
conditions are favorable. 


The drive to the beacon site takes about 3 hours. Listen 
for the beacon(s) to stop keying, then you will know Paul 
is there. KH6HME will be operating on the beacon 
frequencies using CW or SSB, not the standard calling 
frequencies of 144.200 MHz or 432.100 MHz. 


KH6HME Beacon's are located in grid BK29go. They 
are on 50.061, 144.17, 432.075, while the KH7R 
Beacon in grid BLO1 is at 50.065. There is another two 
meter beacon, with the call sign KH7R in grid square 
BLO1 at 144.184.

OSU Professor Takes Biodiesel Road Trip 


Oregon State professor, David Hackleman W7QH hit the 
road June 29th in his Dodge Ram pickup truck. He is headed 
for West Virginia where he will teach a summer science 
program. Dave is retired from HP where he was known for 
development of assorted technology for the company. 
Currently, he is Linus Pauling Professor of Chemical 
Engineering at Oregon State University. 


What makes his journey even more interesting, in addition to 
his intention to operate moblile en route, is that the Dodge 
will be powered solely by biodiesel fuel. He wants to use 
his cross-country sojourn as a demonstration project for 
biodiesel. He claims this fuel can help reduce U.S. reliance 
on foreign oil and improve the prospects of farmers who 
grow the raw products that go into biodiesel. 


"| feel it's a very important thing for us," he said. “Oregon 
can grow its own fuel,” Dave is quoted by the Associated 
Press. He told an AP reporter that he intends to stop at

national parks and places where people are 
gathered in hopes that his truck and his message 
will get people interested in asking questions about 
biodiesel. ‘Oregon's I-5 has biodiesel available, but 
he'll be less likely to find places to refuel with 
certified biodiesel as he heads east. He outfitted his 
pickup with a 39-gallon fuel tank, and two 50- 
gallon tanks in the bed, which should last about 
2,500 miles.
